WE  can  be 
the  carriers  of  good,  never  forgetting  that  ''God  hath 
not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of  power,  and  of 
love,  and  of  a  sound  mind."  WE  can  be  the  alarm  clocks 
for  the  awakening  of  free  men  everywhere.

In  our  President's  message  for  the  year  she  says  "too  much 
reminiscing  is  a  hindrence  to  advancement."  The  26th  year  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's  Club  ends  today,  May  10,  1951,  with 
our  Annual  May  Breakfast,  and  it  is  my  duty  and  privilege 
to  report  the  advancement  we  have  made  during  the  year  under 
the  capable  guidance  of  Mrs.  Whitaker,  who  issued  the  above 
statement.  I  am  sure  we  shall  all  agree  there  was  little  time 
for  reminiscence. 

Mrs.  Parry  and  her  decorating  committee  added  to  our  plea- 
sure of  opening  our  year  with  a  newly  decorated  dining  room 
so  that  each  week  we  lunch  together  in  an  atmosphere  of  his- 
toric old  Williamsburg.  On  special  occasions  we  grace  our  table 
with  a  beautiful  silver  punch  bowl  which  was  a  gift  of  Mrs. 
Charles  Buesching,  and  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Kent, 
the  house  committee  also  secured  a  glistening  antique  punch 
bowl  for  the  club.  In  addition  to  this,  the  house  committee  added 
eighteen  new  table  cloths,  kitchen  equipment,  canasta  sets  and 
playing  cards.

Our  President,  Mrs.  Whitaker,  has  represented  us  at  the  Na- 
tional Federation  convention  held  in  Boston,  and  also  the  State 
Federation  convention  held  in  Indianapolis.

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  "THE 
FORT  WAYNE  WOMAN'S  CLUB." 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  form  an 
organized  center  for  the  educational,  philanthropic,  and  social 
development  of  its  members;  and  the  civic  betterment  of  the 
community. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  Members  of  this  Club  shall  be  active,  associate, 
honorary,  and  life.  Any  woman  interested  in  the  purpose  of  this 
Club  may  be  nominated  for  membership.  Charter  members  shall 
be  those  active  members  signing  for  membership  before  June 
1,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording-secretary,  a  Corresponding-secre- 
tary, a  Treasurer,  a  Registrar,  and  a  Parliamentarian.  The 
Officers  shall  constitute  an  executive  committee  for  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Club  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  of  the  Club,  the  chairman  of  each  department,  and 
the  chairmen  of  standing  and  special  committees,  and  six 
members-at-large. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  Regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  from 
October  to  May. 

ARTICLE  VI 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  in  whole,  or  in  part,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club,  the  amendment  having  been  mailed  to  each  member 
of  the  Club  thirty  days  before  the  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  I— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
PRESIDENT  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Club.  She  shall  appoint  all  chairmen 
of  committees  of  the  general  Club,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  The  President  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
She  shall  be  a  delegate  to  all  Federation  meetings  with  ex- 
penses paid.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  one  year  after  her  retirement.  She  shall  be  made 
a  life  member.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  com- 
mittees. The  President  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  nominat- 
ing committee  from  the  Board  of  Directors  in  December  and  a 
Program  Chairman  in  March. 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  assume  the  diifties 
of  the  President  in  her  absence,  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Program  and  Finance  Committees. 

Section  3.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Membership  Committee,  which  shall  include  two  additional 
members  appointed  by  the  President.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  House  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Third  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Printing  Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee. 

Section  5.    The  Recording-secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
RECORDING-        and  shall  read  them  at  the  following  meet-

annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Corresponding-Secretary  shall  send  out  no-

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  of

Section  9.    The  duty  of  the  Parliamentarian  shall  be  such  as 
usually  pertains  to  the  office.

Executive  Committee,  Board  of  Directors  and  of  Trustees 
Section  1.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
President,    Vice-Presidents,  Recording-secre- 
EXECUTIVE      tary.  Corresponding-secretary,  Treasurer,  Reg- 
COMMITTEE     istrar   and   Parliamentarian.   The  Executive 
Committee  shall  act  in  case  of  emergency. 
Section  2.    The  Management  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's 
Club  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors  of  not  fewer  than 

seventeen  nor  more  than  thirty- 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  nine  Directors,  which  shall  or- 
ganize departments  and  shall 
transact  the  business  of  the  Club.  It  shall  approve  all  commit- 
tees, inspect  all  records,  shall  make  all  contracts  and  leases  and 
shall  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year. 

Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  absenting 
herself  from  three  consecutive  regular  monthly  meetings  with- 
out a  satisfactory  excuse  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  three 
Trustees  to  be  elected  each  year  whose  services  as  Trustees 
shall  be  limited  to  three  successive  years.  After  an  interval 
of  one  year  a  member  may  again  become  eligi- 
TRUSTEES  ble  to  office.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
elected  in  March  by  ballot  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  from  a  double  slate  to  be  prepared  and  submitted 
by  a  nominating  committee  which  has  been  appointed  by  the 
President  at  the  February  Board  meeting. 

Section  5.  Title  to  real  property  of  the  Club  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  only  by  its  authority  shall  debts 
or  mortgages  be  made  chargeable  to  the  real  property  of  the 
Club. 


ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Names  proposed  for  membership  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  one  member  and  endorsed  by  two  others  of  the  Club 
who  are  personally  acquainted  with 
APPLICATION  the  applicant,  excepting  where  appli- 

FOR  MEMBERSHIP  cant  has  a  written  recommendation 
from  a  Federated  Club.  If  the  names 
are  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  Membership  Committee 
and  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  two  weeks  before  a  regular 
Board  meeting,  they  shall  be  voted  upon  at  said  meeting.  A 
member  shall  belong  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's  Club  for  one 
year  or  more  before  presenting  an  applicant  for  membership. 

Section  2.  Each  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  either 
presenting  or  endorsing  only  two  names  for  membership  in  the 
Club  each  year. 

Section  3.  Active  members  of  the  Club  should  register  in 
ACTIVE  one  department  and  may  have  the  privilege 

MEMBERSHIP       of  attending  all.  They  may  vote  and  hold 
office  and  may  attend  all  functions  spon- 
sored by  the  general  club. 

Section  4.  Active  members  of  one  department  may  at  any 
time  become  an  associate  member  of  another  department  with 
all  the  privileges  except  those  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

Section  5.  A  member  wishing  to  change  her  department  for 
the  following  year  shall  notify  the  office  by  July  1. 

Section  6.    Membership  may  be  terminated  only  by  resig- 
nation to  the  office.  Readmission  to 
RESIGNATIONS  AND      the  Club  may  be  obtained  by  filing  a 
REINSTATEMENTS         new  application  with  the  customary 

fee  and  dues,  except  in  the  case  of 
charter  members.  They  may  be  reinstated  by  payment  of  the 
customary  fee  and  dues,  without  formality  of  endorsement  and 
without  the  posting  of  the  application.  Any  member  resigning 
from  the  Club  may  return  within  the  year  by  paying  full  back 
dues. 

Section  7.  Children  of  Club  members  may  be  Junior  mem- 
bers between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty  years  by  the  pay- 
ment of  yearly  dues  of  one  dollar  ($1.00).  In  order  to  obtain 
cards  for  membership,  they  must  present  to  the  office  the  card 
of  the  member  to  whose  family  the  applicant  belongs,  together 
with  the  yearly  dues. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power, 
after  thorough  investigation,  or  at  the  written  request  of  five 
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members  of  the  Club,  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  for  con- 
duct on  her  part,  likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  be  detrimental  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV— DUES 

Section  1.  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  $15.00,  presented  with 
each  application. 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  for  members  shall  be  $15.00  a 
year. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  pay  no  dues  during  the  term 
of  her  office. 

Section  4.    The  fee  for  a  Life  Membership  shall  be  $200.00. 

Section  5.  Membership  card  for  the  year  shall  be  issued 
only  upon  payment  of  dues. 

Section  6.  Dues  are  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September,  and  shall  be  considered  delinquent  after  the  first 
day  of  November. 

Section  7.  All  those  delinquent  January  31st  shall  be 
dropped  from  membership. 

Section  8.  Members  leaving  the  city  for  the  period  of  the 
club  year  may  have  their  names  on  the  retired  list,  if  approved 
by  the  executive  committee,  upon  payment  of  two  dollars  and 
shall,  upon  their  return,  be  considered  members  in  good  standing. 
Absentee  memberships  are  good  for  only  one  year  and  do  not 
entitle  the  holder  to  any  club  privileges. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  club  house  fund  con- 
sisting of:  $2.00  from  each  initiation  fee,  of  Life  Membership 
fees,  and  of  income  from  any  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  property 
of  the  club. 


ARTICLE  V— MEETINGS 

Section  1.    The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  May,  at

Section  2.    Thursday  shall  be  reserved  for  the  General  Club.

Section  4.    The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  May  1,  and  end  April

Section  5.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
SPECIAL  MEETINGS  dent,  Executive  Committee  or  twenty- 
five  voting  members  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  must  hold  at  least  two 
regular  meetings  during  the  year,  October  and  March.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  7.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  departments  may 
be  held  once  each  month.  Class  or  study  work  may  be  carried 
on  more  frequently  at  the  discretion  of  the  chairman  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI— QUORUM 

Section  1.  Twenty-five  members  of  the  Club  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Ten  members  of  a  department  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  3.  Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  Five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  5.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII— DEPARTMENTS 

Section  1.  The  Club  shall  create  and  maintain  such  depart- 
ments as  may  seem  necessary.  A  department  shall  consist  of  a 
group  of  members  carrying  forward  a  definite  work. 

Section  2.  The  Club  shall  be  divided  into  departments  of 
American  Home,  Book  and  Travel,  Civic  and  Welfare,  Fine 
Arts,  House  and  Garden,  and  Literature  and  Education. 

Section  3.  The  department  officers,  to  be  elected  by  the  de- 
partment shall  be  a  Chairman,  First  Vice-chairman,  Second 
Vice-chairman,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  The  officers  shall  be 
elected  in  the  odd  numbered  years  and  to  serve  for  two  years. 
The  minimum  number  in  any  department  shall  be  twenty-five. 
Department  treasurers  shall  render  itemized  reports  to  General 
Club  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  Club  year. 

Section  4.  No  department  shall  undertake  any  money-mak- 
ing enterprise  without  consulting  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  5.  The  Chairman  of  each  department  with  a  pro- 
gram committee  shall  provide  for  the  work  of  her  department. 
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Section  6.    Money  collected  by  the  departments  for  any  pur- 
pose shall  go  to  the  club  treasurer. 

Section  7.    Any  part  of  its  budgeted  allowance  not  used  by  a 

department  at  the  end  of  the 
BUDGETED  ALLOWANCE       fiscal  year  shall  remain  in  the 

general  club  treasury. 

ARTICLE  VIII— COMMITTEES 
Section  1.    Committees  shall  be  created  or  discontinued  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  general  committees 
shall  report  to  the  Board.  The  President  is  ex-officio  member 
of  all  committees  in  all  departments. 

Section  2.  Standing  committees  shall  be:  Membership,  Per- 
sonnel, Program,  Door,  Printing,  Telephone,  Hospitality,  House, 
Publicity,  Decoration,  Legislative,  Finance,  International  Rela- 
tions, Ways  and  Means,  and  Classes. 

Section  3.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  receive  all  ap- 
plications for  membership,  investigate  qualifications  and  present 
them  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee,  after  consultation  with 
the  President  and  Chairman  of  each  department,  shall  prepare 
a  calendar  for  the  work  of  the  year  and  provide  for  the  proper 
carrying  out  of  the  same. 

Section  5.  The  Hospitality  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
all  social  meetings  of  the  General  Club. 

Section  6.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Club  House  and  all  its  properties  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  7.  The  Publicity  Committee  shall  furnish  reports  of 
the  Club  meetings  to  the  local  papers  and  press  committees  of 
the  State. 

Section  8.  The  Legislative  Committee  shall  investigate  cur- 
rent legislation,  also  all  petitions  which  come  to  the  Club  for 
endorsement.  Such  bills  and  petitions  deemed  worthy  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  consideration. 

Section  9.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chair- 
man, the  President,  First  Vice-president,  Recording- secretary, 
Treasurer,  Treasurer  of  the  previous  year.  Registrar,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  10.  The  new  Finance  Committee  shall  present  to 
the  new  Board  of  Directors  in  May,  a  budget  of  its  estimated  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  officer,  depart- 
ment or  committee  shall  incur  indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  avail- 
able appropriation  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Section  11.  All  chairmen  of  committees  shall  automatically 
resign  at  the  end  of  the  Club  year. 

Section  12.    The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  a 

Chairman,  and  a  representa- 
NOMINATING  COMMITTEE       tive  from  each  department, 

to  be  elected  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  department  in  November.  No  one  shall 
serve  on  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  General  Club  two 
years  in  succession. 

Section  13.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  employ  and  dis- 
charge all  paid  employees  of  the  Club.  All  matters  concerning 
paid  employees  of  the  Club  shall  be  referred  to  the  Personnel 
Committee  for  decision. 

ARTICLE  IX— ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  the 
third  Thursday  in  February. 

Section  2.    A  plurality  vote  shall  constitute  an  election. 

Section  3.  A  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  a  ticket 
with  nominations  for  officers  and  members  for  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  present  it  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  in  January. 

Section  4.  This  authorized  ticket  shall  be  printed  and 
mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  annual  election.  No  member  shall  receive  a  ballot  until  her 
dues  are  paid  in  full. 

Section  5.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  act  as  tellers 
at  the  annual  election,  and  shall  provide  a  closed  box  in  which 
ballots  shall  be  deposited  immediately  upon  being  received.  The 
polls  shall  be  open  from  10:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  on  election  day. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  General  Club  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  the  same  official  position  for  more  than  two  years  in 
succession.  This  clause  shall  not  affect  the  eligibility  of  persons 
elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  an  unexpired  term.  Qualifications 
for  official  positions  shall  be  membership  in  the  Club  one  year 
and  for  presidency  two  years'  service  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  7.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  arranged  in 
two  groups,  each  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

GROUP  A.  The  President,  First  Vice-president,  Recording- 
secretary,  and  Treasurer  to  be  elected  in  even  years. 

GROUP  B.  The  Second  Vice-president,  Third  Vice-presi- 
dent, Corresponding-secretary,  Registrar,  and  Parliamen- 
tarian to  be  elected  in  odd  years. 

Section  8.  Three  members-at-large  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shall  be  elected  each  year. 
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Section  9.  The  annual  election  of  each  department  shall  be 
held  in  March. 

Section  10.  All  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume  the  du- 
ties of  their  new  office  immediately  following  the  May  breakfast. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  old  and  the  new 
officers  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  year. 

ARTICLE  X— GUESTS 

Section  1.  The  Guest  Ticket  Chairman  will  issue  two  guest 
tickets  to  any  member  upon  request.  A  fee 
may  be  charged  for  additional  tickets. 
GUEST  TICKETS  Guest  tickets  will  not  be  honored  at  the 
opening  tea,  Christmas  party,  anniversary 
luncheon  or  the  annual  meeting  at  the 
May  breakfast. 

Section  2.  Resident  women  eligible  to  membership  may  at- 
tend only  two  meetings  during  the  Club  year.  Such  guests  must 
be  registered  with  the  Guest  Ticket  Chairman  and  members 
may  obtain  from  her  the  necessary  information  concerning 
previous  attendance.  Resident  women  are  regarded  as  those 
residing  in  the  same  city  with  members.
